In the interest of the Gazette its cor-

He was asked 
while in Doylestown the other day how he 
regarded the situation and what was the 
sentiment among his own people, especial- 
ly with reference to the judicial cam- 
paign. He replied substantially as follows: 


"I am thoroughly convinced that Mr. 


Lear will be elected by a large majority. 
I have generally been correct in foretel- 
ling the result of our county elections. If 
my prediction in this instance is not veri- 
fied yon may call my former predictions 
lucky guesses. 
I have yet to find a Re- 


publican who will say that Mr. Lear is not 
qualified for the office of Judge in every 
respect. 
He has no political enemies 


among the people at large. 
The conven- 


tion that nominated him was a people's 
convention. There is growing throughout 
the county pretty much the same spirit as 
was shown In the last Judgeshlp contest. 
This is an important feature of the pres- 
ent situation. It is due to the fact that 
the rumor that certain Republicans pro- 
fessing to be for Lear are at-heart for 
Terkes will not down. It may be a great 
injustice to them but the idea sticks just 
the same. It has 
been observed that 


certain active Republicans are not as in- 
terested as when their slated candidates 
are in the field. That is why the people 
are determined that their candidate shall 
be elected. 
Certain things have hap- 


pened, little things, which make it look as 
though the State leaden had been deceiv- 
ed as to the real situation. If there is any 
trickery under way there will be trouble 
for those engaged in it 
If they want to 


commit political suicide they couldn't 
adopt a better plan than to attempt to de- 
feat the Republican candidate either by 
doing something crooked or by leaving un- 
done what they ought to do. I don't want 
to charge any man with double dealing 
but there are certain Republicans who will 
be closely watched. 
No, I won't mention 


any names or ray whether they are in the 
upper, lower or middle district, but the 
word .has been passed arojnd and the 
truth will be known in time. Don't think 
for a moment that this Is going to change 
the result. Of course, with everybody 
working our majority will be bigger but 
no one man or half dozen of them are go- 
ing to control Ibis election. I never taw 
more quiet determination on the part of 
the voters. It has an ugly look for those 
opposed to the people's candidate, which 
Mr. Lear is, if there ever was a people's 
candidate, 
and coupled with the big 


break in the Democratic party the elec- 
tion is going to surprise a great many 
people. 
Yen, the people I have talked 


with are the same people I talked with 
last Fall. They are just as honest with 
me now as they were then. 
They are the 


plain citizen* of the county, farmers, 
business men and mechanic*.

(117,156 in the year 1900, which was eon- 
mdered the banner year prior to 1903. 
Import* are larger than in any preceding 
year and exports are larger than In any 
preceding year save in the exceptional

The 
Import*, therefore, haw increased 18.4 
por cent during the-decade and export* 
bare increased 67.6 per cent, during the 
lame period.

Ful I of years and honors; at the close 


of a | ontifiento of glorious memory; be- 
lot ed of his spiritual children, who mourn 
him i n tlio poiunaney of grief that many 
days will nut abate, and regretted of all 
who (Bteem the highest human virtues; 
his vicariate faithfully executed; his name 
eluw ed beside those of Gregory and Bon- 
iface Adrian and Benedict and Nicholas, 
Leo pn«HC« home, and the world of living 
m«n is bereft of a prince, a statesman and 
a saint. 


An estimate of the late Pope must ac- 


count the peouliar'distlcctlon of his char- 
acter a rare union of wisdom and piety. 
It was the latter that won for htm a wider 
affect ion that any head of Latin Christen- 
dom -Ince the Reformation has enjoyed. 
But Leo was not merely pious. 
With all 


his goodness of heart, he was not unso- 
phisticated; he had and exhibited in in- 
nurni rable difficult situations a persplca 
city which would have done credit to the 
most worldly statesman; his firm and In 
structcd genius for large affairs mot the 
craft of the astute Ministers of Europe on 
equal terms. His tact secured rapproche- 
ment with Russia; his patience conquered 
Bismarck and won a peace with Germany. 
His good sense never allowed the issue 
between the Vatican and the Qulrinal to 
become acute, and even found a modus 
vhcndi in a well-nigh Impossible situation.

From h Government and the Holy See hac 
grown alarming, but the wisdom and dip- 
lomaiic talent that won back the rights ol 
Roman Catholics forfeited under the May 
laws of Germany could well have been 
trusted to preserve the advantages enjoyed 
by the Church in France. 


Sue cessf ul as he was in his dealings with 


parth iilar Powers, it yet appears to hav 
been u broad principle of Leo's reign to 
seek i athor the favor of peoples than of 
goveinments 
Not only were republics 


and monarches alike to him, but he suc- 
ceeded, in a world of political intrigue, in 
maintaining fa attitude of entire neutral- 
ity in international affairs. 
During his 


Inter sears he seemed to weary of political 
COUCH rns; his thoughts turned to the so- 
cial und moral questions. 
He addressed 


the v>orld in solemn words on the great 
realities of faith; on human ideals and 
experiences; ho argued for education; he 
wrote iiKHinut divorce and lawlessness and 
luxury. 
Nor did he speak merely as the 


oceleniustic. Luo revealed an understand- 
ing, Hurprlsing under the circumstances, 
of tlio spirit of modern secular thought 
that cave his utterances a singular im- 
press ivcnoss. 


Th» ruling motives of his pontificate 


were of the noblest: the reunion of Christ- 
endom, and the encouragement of arbi- 
tratic n between nations and between the 
envig'igod classes of the industrial world. 
Few documents are moce eloquent than 
those in which the two hundred and sixty- 
third Bishop of Rome, looking about on 
the ciiaos of a divided and warring Christ- 
ianity, pleaded for the fulfillment of the 
last solemn prayer on earth of the Head of 
the Church,''that they may be one' 
few are more pathetic than those in which 
the 1'ope made it clear that, though so 
profoundly anxious for reunion, he had 
nothing to otter other branches of the 
Church except an opportunity of submis- 
sion to the Roman obedience. 
The con- 


ferences of the patriarchs ol the Eastern 
Chur >hes at the Vatican in 1891, and the 
Bull '>n Anglican Orders in 1896, made the 
rcnll/atioD of the dream of a united Christ- 
endom more distant than before, but the 
hopeful heart of the Pope refused to give 
U up 


As an advocate of international arbi- 


tration, ho was happier in witnessing re- 
sults. 
No event of his life delighted the 


Pontiff more tl an his being chosen as 
arbiter between Germany and Spain in the 
mnttc r of Caroline Islands. His repeated 
proffers of good offices to other nations in 
times' of contention, though not again 
taken admntago of, were potent recom- 
mendations of the principle of peaceful 
sotth ment—though, curiouly enough, the 
question of the admisBon of bis delegates 
to Tlio Hague Peace Oonferonce'was it felt 
an occasion of controversy. The Pope was 
deeply concerned regarding the relations 
between capital 
and labor; eagerly 
a 


peace maker, he showed himself in his en- 
cyclicals a friend of the oppressed and a 
conciliator of rich and poor while at the 
same time he detested the lawless notions 
of those who would overthrow the existing 
social order by violence. 


Inodequate any account of the thir- 


teenth Leo must be, written when it is 
still impossible to realize that he has been 
summoned from the scenes in which his 
lingering figure was so long a benediction; 
but these, perhaps, are the traits which 
Itnroi diately impress the whole world—his 
large sagacity and his personal saintliness. 


Venerable servus servorum Dei—as he 


loved to call himself by the proudest title 
that the great Gregory could find for the 
wearer of the triple crown—the years of 
Leo, though they were not permitted to 
surpass those of his own immediate pred- 
ecessor, exceeded the years of Peter, and 
all wire years of honor and of tirelei 
service, signally blessed from on high, to 
the cause of religion and of humanity. 
It 


was appointed him to ascend the apostolic 
throno in an hour of temporal dismay; yet 
it wax vouchsafed him to enjoy in greater 
measure than they whom he succeeded the 
restoied veneration of non-Catholic multi- 
tudes in a world in which religions pre- 
judices have happily lost much of their old 
bitterness—it was permitted him to ex- 
change earthly dominion for a wider em- 
pire in the hearts of men.—Philadelphia 
Ledger.

:he cost of improvements, the tempta- 
tion to fling money upon bridal path* and 
obscure lanes might prove almost irresist- 
ible wider political pressure, but the pro- 
vision requiring the community to be 
benefited to pay half of the bill should 
prove an adequate restraint upon spend- 
thrift construction. The country tax pay- 
ers are more prudent and watchful than 
those of the cities. 


A BUCKS COUBTY ARTIST. 


HIKBT C. MKBCEB, TH* KOTCD CTtE-MAKEB OF 


DOYI/tSTOWN WILL FEBFKTITATX IIIS FAMt 
BT IINIQI'E WORK AT TH» REW STATE OAPI- 
TOL IltriLniNO— ANCIENT TILE-MAKING BE 
viven. 
The new State Capitol building at 


Harrisbnrg will not only be with one ex- 
ception the finest State building in the 
country, but it will also contain the artistic 
handiwork of a Bucks county modeller. 
Henry C Mercer, Doylnstown's noted tile 
worker has received the contract to exer- 
cise bis art in covering the floors of the 
Capitol rotunda and corridors. Concern- 
ing the work and Mr. Mercer and his in- 
teresting establishment at Doylestown the 
Philadelphia Inquirer says; 


Pennsylvania has come by her new State 


House at Harrisnrg through some vicissi- 
tudes, but if the plans of the Capitol 
architect, Mr. Button, are successfully 
carried out when the new building Is 
finished it will be a lasting monument to 
the ability and energy which produced it. 
Mr. Huston has called to his aid in the 
completion of this structure some of this 
State's most gifted artists and artisans. 
The mural paintings for Its walls will be 
the work of Edwin A. Abbey, long an exile 
from our land, but still a Pennsylvanian. 
Some of the wall paintings, too, will be 
made by Violet Oakley, and all the sculp- 
ture has been apportioned to George Gray 
Barnard, another artist whom this State 
may claim. 


Sculpture and painting one expects to 


find made use of in the construction ol 
modern governmental buildings. In pro- 
viding for enhancing his design by these 
allied arts Mr. Huston is following a pre- 
cedent long since established. He has, 
however, introduced into his plans a dis- 
tinct innovation by commissioning Mr. 
Henry C. Mercer to make the floor for the 
rotunda and corridors of the new State 
House. 
To any one familiar with Mr. 


Mercer's work his unquestioned suitability 
for his task is obvious. 
He has clearly 


found his "metier," for no one in all the 
confines of the State knows more thor- 
oughtly its resources and the history of its 
peoples, and certainly none else can put 
on record in a meidum peculiarly our own 
that wide and comprehensive knowledge. 


When Mr Mercer began his researches 


into the ways and habits of Pennsylvania 
settlers it was with no thought that he 
would ultimately preserve his records for 
all the world to see. His personal Interest 
in archaeology and ethnology led him to 
scour the whole eastern section of the 
State for relics of the alien peoples who 
came to this peaceful land from across the 
seas. And such relics he tound a plenty, 
for the most part household utensils and 
framing Implements, 
which convinced 


him that there bad been practiced here a 
form of pottery worth investigating. 


The best of Mr. Mercer's collection of 


relics he has given to the Bucks County 
Historical Society of Doylestown. The 
rest 
he has stowed away in "Indian 


House," which is built on the grounds of 
the Mercer home in Doylestown. 


It was In this house, half studio, half 


work 
room, 
that 
this seeker 
after 


knowledge made many of his experiments 
In search of an art long since neglected 
among the people of the State, the mak- 
ing of tiles. 


Mr. Mercer's discoveries convinced him 


that the German colonists who settled in 
Berks, in Lancaster and In Bucks counties 
in the early part of the eighteenth century 
had practiced the potter's art. He found 
that three kilns still remained, although 
they were worked but fitfully. He found 
the potter's wheel but little changed from 
that used by the early Egyptians. 
Be 


found also the "queen," a primitive stone 
hand mill for grinding glazes. He dis 
covered that these native potters used 
little tablets of glazed clay called "tests' 
to measure the heat of the kiln. They 
used also the clay syringe, made of a hol- 
lowed bough of a tree, through which ran 
a rod to press out the soft clay for the 
sections which were afterward curved into 
mug handles. 


The turnstile for mixing up the clay 


Mr Mercer also found, and when he had 
gathered together all the tools used in this 
ancient industry by now almost forgotten 
he set himself to work to discover how 
certain of the glazes whi°h he found in the 
household dishes of 
thn Pennsylvania 


settlers were produced. 
Two of the most 


used glazes, the ' sgraffiato" and the 
"slip" be mastered In time, nnd these he 
still uses in tha Industry which be has 
made his own, together with one of Eng- 
lish origin, known as "intaglio." By the 
first method the character of the design is 
enriched by scratching it through the sur- 
face glaze to the base of clay beneath, 
thus strengthening and intensifying the 
value of the design. 
By the slip method 


the design was run upon the clay base and 
covered by the glaze producing by the 
very accidents of its manipulation a beau- 
tiful range of color. 


In the reproduction of English tiles the 


glaze appears only In the indented lines of 
the design an effect which Is charming, 
though unquestionably the result in the 
English tiles rather from accident of their 
wear than from any premeditated plan. 


Another valuable discovery made by Mr. 


Mercer was that many of the designs used 
by these people were of Eastern origin. 
The household dishes have that quaint 
Eastern emblem 
of good fortune the 


"swastika" which is still used in many 
climes with varying significance, 
The 


drinking cups bore Teutonic mottoes and 
the iron castings, the stove tiles, have 
that an cent device of indistinct origin the 
tulip springing from the cross, 
After 


years of absorbing study and experiment 
in the qualities of clay Mr. Mercer began 
reproducing in clay the designs the Penn- 
sylvania Germans had used only in the 
iron stove plates. Later he went abroad 
and brought back with.hlm rubbings from 
some of the quaintest tile designs he could 
find In England, 
in Germany and in 


Spain. 


These tiles and the curiously wrought 


and exquisitely tinted caps and saucer* 
and ink wells made at Mr. Mercer's kiln 
in Doylestown are now widely known. 
His fireplace tiles of nnglazed clay are 
much used by architects nowadays, and 
the helpers at the Doylestown pottery are 
kept busy filling orders all the year. 


It was not, however, any of these cir- 


cumstances whioh brought Mr. Mercer hi* 
big commission for HarrUburg. It was 
the unglazed mosaics of quaint design 
and workmanship which he himself has 
invented. These Mr. Huston happily de- 
cided were just what he wanted for the 
State Bouse floor. They expressed the 
spirit of a craft distinctively Pennsylvan- 
ian, and they gave Mr. Mercer a fine op- 
portunity to incorporate his historical 
knowledge in tangible form. 
A mosaic 


floor must be designed just as any other 
part of a building—just as a mural paint- 
ing is for example—and it is Mr. Mercer's 
inteation to make hi* floor tell in a big 
and decorative way the story of the 
State's natural resources and their de- 
velopment. 


In what may be called the "back- 


ground" of this big design he will set 
small mosaics, each having for its motive 
a leaf of one of the trees which grow in 
Pennsylvania. 
In a similar fashion the 


flowers, the birds and insects and animals 
which make their homes among us will be 
used. Larger mosaics—perhaps five feet 
square—will contain in crude form some 
designs expressive of the Industrie* of the 
State, both big and little. These will be 
the picture* in the general scheme for the 
floor, of which the smaller tiles will be the 
frames.

Following the announcement In last 
eek's Gazette of the settlement of the 
egal fight which had been waged for 
even or eight years by the Pennsylvania 
Hii road company against the electric 
ailway company 
which sought to lay 


racks at Oroydon, 150 men were at work 
riday morning, digging up the road, lay- 
ng ties and rails, and now the gap of 
500 feet has been closed and the cars are 
tiding over the once disputed territory. 


END OF A REMARKABLE FIGHT. 
With the fall of the first pick on the 


oad there ended one of the longest and 
iost remarkable fights between steam and 
treet railway powers in the history of this 
late. 
It began in January, 1896, when

Morrell, now Congressman, was the 
ead, formed a street railway company 
nown as the Philadelphia and Bristol 
assenger Railway Company, for the pur-

ANOTHER COMPANY FORMED. 
The trolley company then abandoned 


he portion of Us route to the east of the 
oshaminy creek and formed another rail- 


way company, which was called tho Brls- 
ol 
Passenger 
Railway Company, 
to 


operate from the Olosson House, in Brl« 
.ol, to a point in the division line of landi 
jelonging to R. Winder Johnson and the 
fidelity Trust Company. 
When this lino 


was bulk there were two street railway 
companies owned by the same person* and 
operated by the same interests, but whiuh 
could not connect because of the break in 
;ne road 
from Oroydon Station to tho 


Neshaminy creek. 


Subsequently several railroad companies 


were formed to build a road between these 
points with the idea of connecting tho 
street passenger railway, and the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad Company at once began 
litigation against them, as did also Mr. 
Gaw. 
There was an effort to hove these 


companies 
restrained upon tbe ground 


that they were incorporated 
under tbe 


general railroad laws of the State, al- 
though Intended to bo operated by elec- 
tricity. Judge Yerkes decided this ques- 
tion in favor of the young railroad, and in 
his opinion determined that there was no 
reason why a company should not be In 
corporated under the general railroad laws 
and still be operated by electrical power. 
Neither of the roads for which the chart- 
ers were obtained 
was ever built, and 


when tho Focbt bill passed the Legisla- 
ture in 1901, the railroad situation re- 
mained as it was before, with an old, 
ramshackle, broken down stage coach con- 
necting the 
Philadelphia 
and Bristol 


Street Passenger Railway Company's road 
and the Street Railway Company's line at 
the Bristol end, operating by horse power 
instead of electricity. 
ALBERT JOHNSON ON THE SCENE. 


Immediately before the passage of this 


act, the late Albert 
Johnson 
became 


active 
In tbe street passenger railway 


business and obtained the charters be- 
tween Trenton and Philadelphia with tbe 
intention of building a through passenger 
railway line from New York to Philadel- 
phia. 
Hi* early death, however, put an 


end to this plan, and these properties fell 
into the hand* of Wilbur F. Sadler, Jr., 
of Trenton, a son of ex-Judge W. F. Sad- 
ler, of Carlisle. Mr. Sadler conceived the 
idea of interesting capitalists in the mat- 
ter and procuring a charter for an elevat- 
ed road. 
With this thought in mind, be 


got tbe firm of J. L. Blackwell & Co., of 
Baltimore, interested in the plan, and to- 
gether 
they retained tbe services 
of 


George Qiuntard Horwltz, of Philadel- 
phia. 
There *as then obtained a charter 


for a company known as the Neshaminy 
Elevated Railway Company for the pur- 
pose of building' a mile of elevated rail- 
way between the Neshaminy creek and a 
point a mile beyond along the Frankford 
aud Bristol turnpike, 
and which was 


unique in itself, because it was tho only 
charter 
for 
an elevated railway to be 


built outside of Philadelphia, Pittsburg 
and Scrauton. 
I 


As soon as Mr. Sadler and Blackwell & 


Co. obtained tbe charter they proceeded 
to attempt to build under It and early j 
made application to the Court of Com- 
mon Pleas of Bucks county for leave to 
file a bond in accordance with the act. 
This action on their part was bitterly con- 
tested by both Mr. Gaw and the Pennsyl- 
ania Railroad Company. 
By this time 


which was the fall of 1901, tha legal de- 
partment of the Pennsylvania Railroad, 
beaded by the late Judge Logan, had be- 
come imbued with the idea tbat it was the 
policy of the Pennsylvania Railroad Com- 
pany to prevent the building ot this 
particular street passenger railway line. 
They fought the application of the riling 
of the bond, and then filed a bill to re- 
strain tbe building of tba road. 
In this, 


however, they were unsuccessful. 


"L" CASE ARGUED. 


The elevated railway case, as It came to 
be called, waa argued last February in the 
Supreme Court, and three months after- 
ward there was a decision by that tribunal 
affirming tbe lower court's decision and 
refusing the Pennsylvania Railroad Com- 
pany the right to interfere with the con- 
struction of the elevated railway.

Elev- 
en days later the first public trial of 
chloroform was made at the Edin- 
burgh infirmary.

lk> It ordained and enacted by the Bur- 


ners and Council ol tbe Borough ot Bris- 
tol, and it IB hereby ordained and enacted 
by authority of tbe name: 


Section 1, That from and after the 


passage of thin ordinance tbe Trenton A 
Bristol Street Railway Company, Iti roc- 
cecwri and assigns, may, la accordance 
with and strictly subject to the terms, 
condition! and provisions of this ordi-
